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1. ACCORDING TO LATEST TOLL, RELEASED BY RADIO CLUBE DE 
MOZAMBIQUE, CASUALTIES FROM INCIDENTS IN LOURENCO MARQUES 
OCTOBER 21 THUS FAR TOTAL 36 DEAD AND 80 WOUNDED (OF WHOM 
30 SERIOUSLY). WE ARE TRYING TO CONTACT ALL AMERICAN CITIZENS 
IN LOURENCO MARQUES TO ASCERTAIN THEIR SAFETY. MISS FAIRY 
COCHLIN, AN AMERICAN NAZARENE MISSIONARY, RECEIVED TREATMENT 
AT HOSPITAL FOR MINOR INJURIES CAUSED BY STONE AND WAS RELEASED. 

NO OTHER AMERICAN CASUALTIES HAVE BEEN REPORTED. 

2. ACCORDING TO SOURCES, AROUND 5 PM OCTOBER 21 GROUP OF 
PORTUGUESE COMMANDOS SPORTING FOR FIGHT BROKE WEAPONS OF AND 
KILLED TWO FRELIMO SOLDIERS ON AVE. REPUB LICA, MAIN STREET 

OF LOURENCO MARQUES. GENERAL SHOOTING ENSUED BETWEEN COMMANDOS 

AND FRELIMO TROOPS, WITH NUMEROUS CIVILIAN CASUALTIES (IT 

WAS RUSH HOUR). PORTUGUESE AND FRELIMO FORCES TOOK MEASURES 

TO CONTROL DISSIDENT COMMANDOS (ESTIMATED TO BE COMPANY 

OF 150) AND EVACUATE THEM TO NAMPULA, FROM WHERE THEY WILL 

GO TO LISBON. IN MEANTIME, AFRICAN POPULATION IN SUBURBS 

REACTED ANGRILY TO NEWS, STONING AND BURNING CARS AND TRUCKS. 

ROAD TO AIRPORT AND MAIN ROADS OUT OF CITY WERE CLOSED. 

FRELIMO REPORTEDLY SENT OUT REPRESENTATIVES TO SUBURBS TO 
CALM THEM DOWN. 

3. MESSAGES FROM BOTH HIGH COMMISSIONER CRESPO AND PRIME 
MINISTER CHISSANO WERE CARRIED IN NOTICIAS OF OCTOBER 22. 

SPEECHES STRESSED THAT: (A) INCIDENTS WERE CAUSED BY HANDFUL 
OF "REACTIONARIES" WHO ATTACKED BOTH BLACK AND WHITE POPU- 
LATION; (B) REACTIONARIES WERE LINKED TO LARGER MANEUVER IN 
PORTUGAL AGAINST REVOLUTION THERE; (C) POPULATION SHOULD TAKE 
CARE TO IDENTIFY ENEMY AND NOT RETALIATE GENERALLY BECAUSE 
IT WOULD FAVOR REACTIONARIES. (COMMENT: IT Cl F AR GOVERNMENT 
WISHES TO PERSUADE POPULATION INCIDENTS NOT RACIALLY MOTIVATED.) 

4. LOURENCO MARQUES NOW APPEARS CALM. ROADS TO AIRPORT AND 
OUT OF LOURENCO MARQUES ARE NOW OPEN. DOWNTOWN COMMERCIAL 
AREA SEEMS FUNCTIONING NORMALLY. 

5. COMMENT: WHITE POPULATION STILL APPEARS TENSE. SOME OF THEM 
HAVE INFORMED US THAT THESE LATEST INCIDENTS HAVE PERSUADED 
MANY THAT THEY HAVE NO ALTERNATIVE BUT TO LEAVE MOZAMBIQUE. 
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ONCE PORTUGUESE GROUND FORCES LEAVE (MOST REPORTEDLY 
SCHEDULED TO LEAVE BY END OF YEAR), THEY FEAR FRELIMO AND 
MOZAMBICAN TROOPS WILL NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT STRENGTH TO MAIN- 
TAIN SECURITY SITUATION UNDER CONTROL.
